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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, clear, concise, and 
exact terms." The specification is replete with terms which are not clear, concise and exact. The 
specification should be revised carefully in order to comply with 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Examples 
of some unclear, inexact or verbose terms used in the specification are: 
Page 1, line 4, change "and particular to" to read, "and particularly to". 

Page 1, lines 14-16, the sentence "Moreover, the assembly of sleeve and the sleeve spanner is higher so 
as to it is often that the assembly cannot be used as the workplace is narrow and small." is awkwardly 
and confusingly worded. 

Page 1, line 16, change "Thereby, at this situation" to read, "Thereby, in this situation" 

Page 1, line 19, change "prolonged so as to increase the total cost" to read, "prolonged results in 

increased costs." 

Page 2, line 3, change "so as it" to read, "so that it". 

Page 2, line 5, change "above said defect" to read, "above described deficiency". 
Page 2, line 21, change "defects" to read, "deficiencies". 
Page 2, line 23, change "simplified" to read, "simpler 

Page 3, lines 20 and 21, change "used to cause those skilled in the art to understand" to read, "used so 

that those skilled in the art may". 

Page 4, line 22, change "buckled" to read, "engaged". 

Page 4, line 25, change "can avoid the defects" to read, "can overcome the deficiencies". 
Page 5, line 2, change "is simplified than" to read, "is simpler than". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
The claim recites the limitations "the connecting portion having four sides; each two opposite sides are 
symmetrical."; and "The connecting portion has different sections which are different diameters for 
matching sizes of different spanners." The limitations are confusingly worded. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Peterson 

'901. 

Peterson discloses a non-round connection apparatus comprising: a sleeve body having a receiving 
portion at one end thereof and a connecting portion at another end thereof; the connecting portion being 
communicated with the receiving portion; the connection portion having four sides, each two opposites 
being symmetrical; and having different diameters for matching different sized spanners.
